FOUNDATION  FUTURE 

At  the  November,  1973,  meeting  of  the  EEF  Board 
of  Directors  it  was  agreed  that  the  Foundation  con- 
tinue to  see  its  role  as  coordinator  and  catalyst  in 
the  field  of  psychosexual  research,  in  view  of  the 
need  which  is  not  being  covered  elsewhere.  The  ser- 
vice to  transexuals  and  professionals  will  continue, 
the  publication  of  pamphlets  and  the  NEWSLETTER, 
distribution  of  information  to  organizations  and  insti- 
tutions, as  well  as  the  role  of  clearing  house  for 
speakers,  research  library,  guidance,  etc.,  but  no 
financial  help. 

We  will  place  more  emphasis  on  publication  of 
material  in  the  psychosexual  field — a book  on  sexual 
impairment  and  deficit  is  currently  in  preparation. 

The  Foundation  will  extend  its  interest  in  unortho- 
dox methods  of  healing  as  well  as  in  psychoener- 
getics, in  the  area  of  publications  and  the  circula- 
tion of  information  as  well  as  conferences.  The  pos- 
sibility of  cooperating  in  an  international  meeting  of 
parapsychologists  in  Europe  in  1975  is  under  con- 
sideration. 

PARIS  IN  JULY 

The  First  International  Congress  of  Medical  Sex- 
ology, sponsored  by  the  French  Minister  of  Public 
Health  and  the  International  Federation  of  Gyne- 
cology and  Obstetrics,  will  be  held  at  the  Sorbonne, 
July  3-6,  1974.  Organized  by  the  Society  for  the 
Scientific  Study  of  Sex,  the  program  will  include  sci- 
entific sessions  and  round  table  discussions  covering 
gender  identity  differentiation,  frigidity,  causes  and 
therapy  of  male  impotency,  etc. 

EEF  will  participate  in  the  session  on  transexual- 
ism. Panelists  will  include  Dr.  John  Money,  Dr. 
Richard  Green,  Dr.  Charles  Ihlenfeld  and  Dr.  Leo 
Wollman. 

LONDON  CONFERENCE 

A professional  symposium  on  gender  identity  med- 
ical, psychosexual  and  social  problems  will  be  held 
at  Kings  Cross  Training  Center,  London,  England, 
July  13-14,  1974,  under  the  co-sponsorship  of 
ACCESS  and  the  Erickson  Educational  Foundation. 
ACCESS  is  a British  organization  concerned  with  the 
social  and  emotional  problems  of  human  sexuality. 


IN  ENGLAND 

A national  conference  on  “Transvestism  and 
Transexualism  in  Modern  Society”  was  held  in  March 
at  Leeds  University  under  the  auspices  of  the  Beau- 
mont Society.  Among  the  speakers  were  Elizabeth 
Ferris,  M.D.  and  Mrs.  Doreen  Cordell,  of  London. 
Dr.  Ferris,  who  attended  the  Third  International 
Symposium  on  Gender  Identity  in  Dubrovnik,  re- 
cently visited  the  U.  S.  in  connection  with  research 
for  her  forthcoming  book  on  gender  identity.  Mrs. 
Cordell  is  director  of  counseling  of  Access. 

IN  LITTLE  ROCK 

EEF  was  represented  at  the  5th  Annual  Workshop 
Seminar  of  the  National  Association  Police  Commu- 
nity Relations  Officers — "Law  Enforcement  ...  A 
Shared  Responsibility,”  in  March.  Following  a hos- 
pitality hour  co-hosted  by  EEF  with  the  Little  Rock 
Police  Dept.,  the  film,  “I’m  Something  Else,”  was 
projected  in  an  audio-visual  aids  program.  Literature 
on  transexualism  was  distributed — of  special  inter-

SUCCESS  STORY 

“We  Finally  Made  It”  rejoiced  the  flyer  announc- 
ing the  Grand  Opening  of  a new  supermarket  in  a 
Western  New  York  city.  The  13,000  shiny  square 
foot  enterprise  with  its  fully  stocked  shelves  attested 
to  the  dual  achievement  of  its  owner.  Up  until  1970 
Pat  struggled  as  a female-to-male  transexual  in  the 
female  anatomical  role,  as  college  student  and 
checker  in  a supermarket.  Moving  to  another  city 
and  assuming  the  male  role,  Pat  was  able  to  rise  in 
the  economic  scale  in  accordance  with  his  abilities 
and  become  a manager.  He  promised  his  fiancee 
that  they  would  own  their  own  supermarket  in  five 
years.  Following  surgery,  marriage  took  place  and 
the  monumental  effort  to  fulfill  his  promise. 

We  congratulate  Pat  and  his  family  and  look  for- 
ward to  their  future  progress. 


JUSTICE? 

We  deplore  the  fact  that  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States  has  “declined  to  review  the  con- 
viction of  a Houston  man  for  violating  a city  ordi- 
nance prohibiting  any  person  from  dressing  as  a 
member  of  the  opposite  sex.  (No.  73-627,  Mayes  v. 
Texas).  Dissenting  Douglas.” 

Toni  Mayes  was  cross-dressing  under  the  direc- 
tion of  her  physician  who  had  been  giving  her  hor- 
mone treatment  for  several  years.  She  has  had  sex 
reassignment  surgery  recently  and  is  now  function- 
ing as  a woman. 

Hundreds  of  preoperative  transexuals  are  carrying 
identity  cards  from  EEF,  the  Center  for  Special  Prob- 
lems in  San  Francisco  and  the  Stanford  program,  as 
well  as  doctors’  letters  stating  they  are  required  to 
cross-dress  as  a prerequisite  to  surgery. 

This  is  a matter  that  requires  further  study  and 
attention  from  various  angles.  Chicago  Circuit  Court 
Judge  Jack  Sperling  invoked  the  14th  Amendment 
when  he  declared  the  Chicago  ordinance  on  cross- 
dressing unconstitutional,  as  it  violated  the  rights  of 
equal  protection  under  the  law,  commenting  that  cur- 
rent clothing  styles  have  made  the  definition  of 
men’s  and  women’s  clothing  impossible. 

PAMPHLET  PUBLICITY 

Inquiries  are  coming  in  from  psychiatrists  all  over 
the  country  requesting  our  pamphlets,  MEDICAL 
MANAGEMENT  AND  THE  TRANSEXUAL,  and  COUN- 
SELING THE  TRANSEXUAL,  as  a result  of  the  an- 
nouncement in  PSYCHIATRIC  NEWS,  an  American 
Medical  Association  journal. 

We  also  deeply  appreciate  recent  mention  given 
to  our  material  in  other  professional  journals.  The 
NEWSLETTER  of  the  American  Association  of  Sex 
Educators  and  Counselors  announced  our  INFORMA- 
TION ON  TRANSEXUALISM  FOR  LAW  ENFORCE- 
MENT OFFICERS  under  the  heading  “Sex  and  the 
Law.”  THE  HOT  LINE — Community  Relations  and 
the  Administration  of  Justice,  journal  of  The  National 
Conference  of  Christians  and  Jews,  stated:  “Since 
public  prejudices  and  legal  ambiguities  compound 
the  difficulty  of  the  police  officer  in  his  dealings  with 
persons  whose  sexual  tendencies  are  out  of  the 
ordinary,  this  guide  book  may  be  extremely  helpful." 

LEGAL  ENLIGHTENMENT 

Philadelphia  attorney  Gilbert  M.  Cantor  discussed 
in  depth  legal  problems  of  transexuals  at  a March 
seminar  for  graduates  of  the  Bryn  Mawr  College 
School  of  Social  Work  and  Social  Research.  A de- 
tailed report  of  his  presentation  appeared  in  the 
April  11,  1974,  issue  of  THE  RETAINER,  sponsored 
by  the  Philadelphia  Bar  Association — supplement  to 
THE  LEGAL  INTELLIGENCER.  Mr.  Cantor  com- 
mended the  pamphlets  and  work  of  EEF. 
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NO  SEX  IN  NEW  YORK  CITY 

Individuals  born  in  New  York  City  who  have  had 
documented  sex  reassignment  surgery  may  obtain 
new  birth  certificates  from  the  Board  of  Health  under 
the  new  name,  but  without  any  indication  of  sex 
whatsoever.  The  N.Y.  Supreme  Court  upheld  the 
decision  of  the  Board  of  Health,  stating  the  regulat- 
ing of  birth  certificates  was  solely  within  its  jurisdic- 
tion. 

There  is  a question  in  this  matter  of  equal  pro- 
tection under  the  law  inasmuch  as  postoperative 
individuals  born  in  New  York  State  outside  New  York 
City  have  obtained  the  new  birth  certificate  with  new 
name  and  sex  recorded  on  it. 

IN  CANADA 

A report  on  the  five-year  pilot  project  on  tram 
sexualism  at  the  Toronto  Clarke  Institute  of  Psy- 
chiatry was  presented  at  the  January  meeting  of 
the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in 
Montreal. 

Seven  biological  males  and  four  biological  fe- 
males have  undergone  transexual  reassignment  sur- 
gery after  lengthy  evaluation,  hormonal  treatment 
and  living  and  functioning  successfully  in  the  de- 
signed gender  role.  The  results  which  have  been 
found  to  be  generally  good  are  being  studied  to 
determine  at  a future  date  whether  or  not  the  project 
should  be  continued. 

The  waiting  list  of  the  Gender  Identity  Clinic  was 
closed  in  1970  because  88  people  had  already  been 
referred  there.  The  majority  of  these  are  still  in  the 
process  of  evaluation. 

IN  ALBERTA 

The  Vital  Statistics  Amendment  Act,  1973,  was 
enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  Alberta  to 
provide  for  the  registration  of  change  of  sex  on  a 
birth  certificate  where  sex  reassignment  has  taken 
place.  If  the  individual  is  registered  outside  Alberta, 
a copy  of  the  proof  of  change  is  to  be  transmitted 
to  the  officer  in  charge  of  such  registration  else- 
where. The  Act  also  states:  “Every  birth  or  mar- 
riage certificate  issued  after  the  making  of  a nota- 
tion under  this  section  shall  be  issued  as  if  the 
registration  had  been  made  with  the  sex  as 
changed.” 

Congratulations  to  Health  and  Social  Develop- 
ment Minister  Neil  Crawford  for  the  successful 
passage  of  this  bill  which  he  introduced. 

We  hope  that  the  bill  being  introduced  by  British 
Columbia  Health  Minister  Dennis  Cooke  will  meet 
with  equal  success.  The  matter  is  under  review  in 
Saskatchewan  at  this  time.

Dr.  Ihlen- 
feld also  recently  lectured  on  transexualism  at  the 
Coney  Island  Hospital  Ob/Gyn  Department  and  pre- 
sented the  film  “I’m  Something  Else.”

HUMAN  SEXUALITY  PROGRAM 

The  Johns  Hopkins  University  School  of  Medicine 
continuing  medical  education  course,  HUMAN  SEX-

We  appreciate  the  response  to  our  Fall  NEWS- 
LETTER request  for  information  on  experience  with 
this  battery-powered  electrolysis  unit  for  personal 
use.  While  we  have  had  some  favorable  reports  we 
have  also  had  some  strong  negative  comments  and 
feel  it  important  to  pass  on  the  warning  of  Dr.  Ira 
M.  Dushoff,  Chief  of  the  Gender  Identity  Association 
in  Jacksonville,  Florida:  “The  battery  power  pro- 
duces an  uneven  current,  and  it  is  possible  to  pro- 
duce severe  burns  and  large,  ugly  pits.  I would 
definitely  recommend  against  its  use  by  anyone  who 
is  not  an  expert.”

This  incisive  “history”  of  a transexual,  told  in  her 
own  words  to  Dr.  Bogdan,  sociologist  and  assistant 
professor  at  Syracuse  University  Center  on  Human 
Policy,  is  a vivid  perspective  of  her  humiliations  and 
hardships,  sex  role  conflicts  leading  to  hospitaliza- 
tion four  times.  The  concluding  chapter  compares 
Jane’s  story  with  that  told  by  official  medical  rec- 
ords, and  results  in  two  differently  drawn  pictures. 
The  meaning  of  this  conflict  is  discussed,  with  ques- 
tions raised  about  current  practices.  In  his  Fore- 
word to  this  unusual  volume,  Dr.  Seymour  Sarason 
of  Yale  University  highlights  what  it  has  to  offer.  “Dr. 
Bogdan  has  provided  us  with  a commentary  on  vari- 
ous aspects  of  American  society  and  culture  . . . (it) 
will  surely  deepen  comprehension  of  how  our  culture 
exacerbates  the  consequences  of  what  it  views  as 
atypical.”

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VOICE  IMPROVEMENT 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  widening  of  interest  in  this 
area  of  concern  in  the  transexual  dilemma.  A paper 
was  presented  by  Dr.  Sandra  Freeman  and  Barbara 
dayman,  ‘‘Voice  Problems  of  the  Male-to-Female 
Client,”  at  the  March  annual  meeting  of  the  Eastern 
Communications  Association. 

One  interesting  item  these  speech  specialists 
have  told  us  is  that  the  average  human  voice  range 
is  two  octaves.  It  has  been  found  that  the  average 
male  confines  his  voice  range  to  one  octave  whereas 
the  female  is  more  inclined  to  use  the  full  range  of 
the  speaking  voice  scale.  What  is  your  scope?

“Oh,”  was  the  satisfied  reaction.  No  more  was 
said  about  it  as  the  children  continued  playing.

‘‘After  ‘prayer’  for  a genetic  woman  with  hir- 
sutism, who  had  a heavy  growth  of  hair  on  her 
chin,  the  woman  now  shaves  only  every  other  day 
and  the  hair  is  still  becoming  less  in  quantity  and 
lighter. 

‘‘All  prayer,  with  the  exception  of  myself,  was 
through  the  laying  on  of  hands  on  the  individual.”
